Under certain circumstances, Rope Res-
cues and Trench Rescues. Requests will be
reviewed on a case-by-case basis

¢ Structural Collapse Teams (Bismarck, Far-
go, Minot, Grand Forks)

REQUESTING IC WILL NEED TO PROVIDE
THE FOLLOWING:

+ Description of Incident

Type and quantity of hazmat (if known)
Local of incident

Actions taken by local response

Weather conditions

Threat to public safety, property, or the envi-
ronment
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REGIONAL RESPONSE TEAMS WILL NOT

¢ Assume overall command of the incident.

¢ Cleanup, transport, or dispose of hazardous
materials; this is the responsibility of the re-
sponsible party.

CRITERIA FOR ACTIVATION

The following criteria are used to determine

whether to authorize a team response:

¢+ Hazmat release or potential release from a
transportation incident or fixed facility;

¢ Hazmat release presents actual or potential
threat to public safety or the environment;

¢ Actual or potential structural collapse where
life and safety are threatened;

¢ Local emergency response personnel have
been dispatched, are on scene and have
made an initial assessment of the incident;

¢ Local authorities have determined that the
response needs of the incident exceed local
capabilities;

+ NDDES may authorize a team response
when NDDES considers the response to be
necessary to protect life, property, and the
environment from the effects or potential ef-
fects of a hazardous materials release or
structural collapse.

¢ Hazmat teams typically do not respond to
clandestine drug labs; however, requests by
law enforcement will be evaluated on a case
-by-case basis.

Generally, teams WILL NOT be dispatched

when:

¢ Local authorities are on scene, have made
an assessment and determine they have the
local resources necessary to properly man-
age the incident;

¢ Release is from the primary fuel tank(s) on a
vehicle;

¢ Material is present in a small quantity nor-
mally handled by the NDDOT.

REGIONAL RESPONSE TEAM REQUEST
PROCESS

Once the Incident Commander (IC) has deter-
mined the incident is beyond the capabilities of
the local jurisdiction and their mutual aid part-

ners, the IC can request a Regional Hazmat/
Structural Collapse Response Team by:
+ Contacting the team directly;

OR

¢ Contacting State Radio (800-472-2121)

Note: The request of a team does not neces-
sarily mean a team will be dispatched.
